No shortage of water for ordinary domestic purposes has 
Occurred since the Council acquired the undertaking, but in the 
summer of 1921, and again in the summer of 1925 it became 
necessary to prohibit the use of water for the wetering of 
lawns and gardens, and for the washing of motor cars and carriages. 

in the summer of 1925 complaints were received from consumers 
as to the water having acquired a 'Fishy" taste and odour. il 
recognised that the condition was to be looked for in an abnorma 
infection of the reservoir or mains by one of the various growths 
Of animal or vegetable origin to which stored waters are from 
time to time subject, and which while prebably not directly 
dangerous to health, are most objectionable from the noxious 
smeli and taste communicated to the water, and damaging to the 
reputation of the supply. I immediately sought the advice of

Disposal of the refuse is by tipping at a disused brickworks, 
the old clay-pits being gradually filled up to the level of the 
surrounding land. The tip is situated within the Urban Dales\giealew 5 
but is well removed from the land at present under development 

for building purposes, and is 200 yards distant from the nearest 
welling-house or workplace. The trade refuse accruing is mall 
n quantity, and the tradesmen concerned make their own arrange- 
ments for its satisfactory disposal.
